Arts

During the five months that have 
• lapsed since the close or last cession 
a great many changes have taken 
place In the staff of the University. 
Certain members of the professorial 
now have retl<;ncd and their places 
have been filled by younger men who 
have come to McGill chosen for the 
brilliance of their early academic 
careers. Generally speaking, the 
Board of Governors who are charged 
with the appointments, seem to have 
succeeded In a marked degree. 

In the Faculty of Arts a great loss 
hafi been sustained by the resignation 
of Dean Moyse, who, as Vice-Princi- 
pal, Dean of the Senior Faculty and 
Molson, Professor of English, has 
stood out pre-eminently among the 
educationalists of the continent, Pro- 
, fctsor J. A. Dale, for some years head 
! of the Department of Education .and 
a prominent figure in questions of 
I civic welfare, has left to take the 
cbalr of Sociology at Toronto. A few 
weeks ago those connect**! with the 
I University were saddened by the news 
'of tho death of Professor T. Rldler 
Daviet of the Dopartment of Mathe- 
matics. More fitting reference Is 
made elsewhere In these columns to 
tho profound senso of loss felt by both 
profesKors and students at the' death 
of Professor Davies. 

In succession to Dean Moyse tho 
Governors have, appointed Professor 
Paul T. Lafleur to the headship of 
the English Department Professor 
Lefleur has for some years been pro- 
I fefosr of Comparative Literature at 
' McGill. Professor George Latham, 
1 formerly assistant-professor of the 
Department of English has recently 
I been promoted to the rank of Asociate 
I Profehsor. 

j Professor Mathews of Oxford, a 
•distinguished mathematician of that 
University, has been appoited to suc- 
ceed the late Porfessor Daviot. The 
Department of Mathematics have also 
been fortunate enough to secure tho 
services of Professor A. H. a. Gillson 
j of Cambridge. Professor Glllson

: pos in 1909, and has won a large niim- 1 
j ber of Important mathematical schol-

PRINCIPAL TO 
GIVE ADDRESS 

Sir Arthur Currie Will Speak 
Before Student Body This 
Afternoon.

Following out the time-honored 
custom, an. address will bo given by 
the principal to the student body in 
general. In the Royal Victoria College, 
this afternoon at five o'clock. This 
will be the first time that our now 
Principal, Sir Arthur Currie. appears 
before the Undergraduato body In his 
official capacity. His former speeches 
have been directed to the graduating 
classes or to general convocations, 
but to-day we will havo a chance of 
hearing him spoak directly to our- 
selves. 

In connection with this? gathering 
there will be copulcd tho ceremonies 
of Founders' Day. It haa been tho 
custom In the past to celebrate Foun- 
ders' Day by an assembly of a similar 
nature but this year a slight diver- 
gence has been made from the general 
routine and it will bo observed in 
conjunction with the opening day ad- 
dress, Instead of on the slrth of tho 
month. This has been dono with a 
twofold Intention, and not with any 
deliberate Intention of setting aside 
former customs. As the address on 
Founders' Day Is given by the latest 
addition to the professorial staff of 
the University it would have to be 
given by Sir Arthur himself, and this 
has been thought Inadvisable. Also, \ 
the Principal will be leaving for an 
extended trip to Western Canada on 
Tuesday, and this would have to be 
postponed If he would have to address 
a meeting on the sixth. 

Invitations, have therefore been 
Issued to members of the corporation 
and to all members of the Faculties 
to attend the gathering at five o'clock 
this afternoon In the Convocation 
Hall of the Royal Victoria College. 



Many changes have taken place 
about the University this year. A 
new Principal Is In office, the Arts 
faculty has lost the services of Dean 
Moyse, now professors hâve been ap- 
pointed to replace those who have 
gone, hut the change which will 
probably affect the student body most 
is the new gymnasium. Molson Hall, 
which for many years has been used 
as a:i examination hall where stu- 
dents used to exere.lso their hrain 
power to its utmost capacity, search- 
ing for the uttermost remnant of 
knowledge to set down on an examin- 
ation paper, has entered upon a new 
phase in Its existence. As the uni- 
versity gymnasium It will In the 
future be the scene of tests not of 
mental but of physical power. 

The old building has been exten- 
sively altered during the summer. 
The executive offices of the Depart- 
ment, of Physical Education occupy 
part of the ground floor, while the 
rest of the floor is used for locker and 
dressing rooms and shower baths. 
The gymnasium hall occupies the 
whole of the upper floor. While the 
hall Is really ready for use, all tho 
equipment has not yet been put In 
place, but Dr. A. S. Lamb, the direc- 
tor, says that tac gymnasium will be 
completely In readiness for use 
within a few days. 

The new gymnasium Is now being 
very appropriately used as an exam- 
ination hall, — this time In searching 
Into the men's physical equipment. A 
staff of medical men under the di- 
rection of Dr. F. W. Harvey, the med- 
ical officer of the university, are 
measuring and weighing, peering 
Into ears, eyes and throats, and 11s- 
tenlUfrtO hearts and lungs. 

The opening of Molson Hall as a 
gymnasium has finally settled a sub- 
ject which in the past has caused 
considerable discomfort to the stu- 
dent body. The university at one 
time had a gymnasium on Burnslde, 
but In l!U2 It was found unfit for 
use and torn down. This left the 
students without a gymnasium, but 
the Central V.M.C.A. came to the

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During the latter part of the sum- 
mer, the Arts students of McGlll were 
grieved by the news of the death of 
Professor Davles in London, England, 
on the nineteenth of August. All the 
student* who were in the Faculty last 
year will rcjnembcr their old mathe- 
matics professor, the keen Interest ho 
took In his work, and his ready wit 
The staff, too. In the death of Profes- 
sor Davles have tost a devoted friend 
who has been respected among them 
ever since he commenced his duties 
at McGlll about fourteen years ago. 
Not only among university men was 
he known, but also among a wide cir- 
cle of friends In Montreal, besides be- 
ing a keen chess player, well known 
at tho cheBs club as an enthusiastic 
adviser, and a backer of all their ac- 
tivities In chess he had acquired 
considerable Bklll. being able to beat 
many of the ten men artists and other 
species of chess players. 

In mathematics he had made a very 
extended study of actuarial work; 
but perhaps where ho excelled most 
was In setting forth to the Freshmen 
the mysteries of their elementary 
mathematics in a clear, Interesting 
manner Intelligible to all. He would 
have liked, as ho often said, to pass 
all his students; but, to use his own 
words, "There are always some duf- 
fers you know, gentlemen." He de- 
lighted In describing "trjeks'" where- 
by the less enthusiastic could remem- 
ber that tan (A--B) Is equal to Ping 
plus Pong over one minus Ping Pong. 
And then of his rhymes, one remem- 
bers that, 

"From Iceland/a greasy mountains 

To India's sunny shore, 
Thé FE theorem 

Holds good for evermore." 

Onè^mornlng on entering his lec- 
ture room, ho observed a brand new 
blind hung whore he had wanted one 
for a long time to shade his eyes at 
the blackboard. He asked some one 
to pull It down, but, alas, his request 
was literally (though quite uninten- 
tionally so) carried out, for, on being 
touched, tho whole contrivance crash- 
ed to the floor. The broad smile on 
his face was suddenly subdued as he 
remarked dryly: "And that was the 
very first thing they ever tried 10 do 
for me, gentlejnen!" 

His lectures, to which everyone 
looked forward were always bright 
and Interesting. One always left the 
room with a clear understanding of 
the subject, and generally a smile at 
the professor's "latest." His students 
were always anxious to find some 
pretext for a chat after the lecture. 
Often he would be so surrounded with 
men that the lecturer wanting the 
room next would almost despair at 
tho idea of getting In, until Professor 
Davles with hla good-natured smile 
would get up and edge his way out 
to continue discussions In the hall. 

Hla childhood was spent with his 
family at Melbourne, near Derby, 
whence he was sent to Abingdon 
8chool. ust outside Oxford. From 
Abingdon he went to Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge, to study for his degree 
It was on entering Cambridge that 
he first mentions the ill effects of 
the asthmatic trouble, which, 'n 
later years, became bo acute as to 
cause him a groat deal of exhaustion 
in walking to and from his lectures, 
and even standing up for any length 
of time. From Cambridge he came 
directly to Canada, and was for many 
years the principal of a school of 
considerable note in Montreal. Sub- 
sequently he became a lecturer In 
mathematics at McGlll, and rose to 
assistant, and finally Associate 
Professor in that department. . 

Professor Davles took a very much 
greater interest in the welfare of the 
Individual, than perhaps bis students 
fully realized. He always had a smile 
or a kind word, or a new puzzle, for 
those be met on the street. Even 
when he was dying, a McGlll profes- 
sor, who was with him a few days 
college, there should be some change in the conduct of affairs about before the end. tells us that his last 
the ctmpus and the utterances of the Principal will be awaited with ' conversation was concerning the unl- 
injerest by all of the students.

'GRANDESCUNT AUCTA LABORE' 

To-day McGill enters upon her ninety-ninth session with every 
prospect of rounding out a century of achievement with one more 
yew of work well done; "Everywhere the' prevailing spirit is one of 
optimism and quiet confidence that this, the final year of McGill's 
fini century shall be a fitting climax to all that has gone before. 

The session commenoejs under circumstances which would seem to 
warrant this optimistic spirit. Last year the absence of a Principal 
was* serious handicap that resulted in a strong sub-current of unrest 
and disorganization. This year, the reins of government will be held 
by one who has already won for himself an enviable reputation, not 
only as a leader of men, but as a master organizer. Under the guid- 
ance of Sir Arthur Currie", McGill is presented with a splendid oppor- 
tunity of demonstrating to the world in general that, despite 'her 
ninety-nine years she is still a vigorous and^ flourishing institution 
and stands ready to grasp the unprecedented opportunities for service 
and enlightenment that these present days afford. 

But it would be idle to suppose that so complex and democratic an 
institution as a University can continue to progress solely by the un- 
aided efforts of her leader. Every one of us who has the privilege 
of membership in McGill must remember that our rights therein are 
attended by corresponding duties. We have heard a great deal about 
"College Spirit" and some of us have come/ to associate it in our minds 
with faithful and even slavish attendance "at every possible University 
function. But the root of the matter goes deeper than that. We 
muat learn to realize that in the last resort, WE are the University and, 
aa a chain is no stronger than its weakest link, every one of us must 
be on guard lest through us, our Alma Mater come upon dishonor. 
Above all we must cultivate a ''University conscience," for only by so 

r doing can we hope to weld ourselves into a .composite unit. Until we 
come to realize that whatever affects us individually in like manner 
affects McGill, and that whatever affects McGill is thereby made our 
own personal affair, we can never realize the true meaning of "college 
spirit." 

In a university, as in any other complex organization, success 
depends upon the close co-operation of its component parts. This 
applies not only to relations between professors and students but also 
to the attitude which the student body takes towards college activities. 
Not all of us, for instance, can have the honor of representing our col- 
lege in athletics, but if we fully understood that when our team is out 
there striving for a victory that will bring fresh laurels to McGill, we 
who are condemned to stand upon the side-lines and look on are no less 
vitally concerned than-fhc contestants — if we grasp this fact there 
need never be any more appeals to our "college spirit" to make men 
. turn out and encourage our teams. Rather we should have to con- 
sider the 1 advisability of trebling the accommodation for the Rooters' 
Club, 




DEAN MOYSE 

The closing days of last session saw the passing into retirement 
"of a great figure in the history of the University. Dr. Charles E. 
Moyse as lecturer, professor, Dean of the Faculty of Arts and Vice- 
Principal gave forty-two years of splendid service to the University. 
Coming to McGill in the late seventies of last century when this Uni- 
versity was an infant oollege struggling into manhood under the guid- 
ance of Sir William Dawson, Dean Moyse has seen it grow steadily to 
the rank of the foremost seat of learning in the Dominion. 

During the twenty-five years principalship of Sir William Peter- 
son, Dr. Moyse as rofessor and Dean, helped' to mould an Arts Faculty 
out of the chaos of its early existence. During the fateful year of 
interregnum following on the principal's illness Dean Moyse stuck 
manfully to the helm despite declining years, for Dean Moyse was 
always an Arts man to the core, and as such was revered by the stu- 
dents of tharFaculty. 

He passes into retirement now loaded with years and academic 
honorent a time when McGill stands on the threshold of a new and 
as yet .untried order of things. He carries with him the sincere re- 
spect of the students of McGill and of the Arts Faculty in particular, 
who will always regard him as a gentleman and a scholar of the highest 
order. *"

jof students In attendance since the 
close of the war: to meet the special 
requirements of the various faculties; 
to erect dormitories for students, a 
common dining hall, professors' resi- 
dences and a convocation hall. It is 
estimated that n't least $5.000,000 la 
uecessary to enable McOIll to carry 
on her work satisfactorily and retain 
her high standing among the other 
universities. 

Up to the time of the last campaign 
for funds which was held in 1!»1 1, the 
College had depended for funds upon 
the generosity of a few wealthy men. 
On the funds then procured McGill 
waB enabled to carry through the dif- 
ficult period 'of the wac^ although 
during the succeeding years her 
revenue rapidly diminished. Through 
strictest economy It was possible to 
keep the deficit down to about $20,- 
000 annually, but the policy neces- 
sarily resulted In deterioration of 
equipment and apparatus In the dif- 
ferent departments and of property 
generally. 

The university Is now faced with 
the necessity of providing large ap- 
propriations to bring Its departments 
up-to-date, and an additional ex- 
creases In the salaries of the staff 
pendlture Is also necessary for ln- 
and for extensions to the buildings to 
accommodate the greater number of 
students now In attendance. 

At the above-mentioned meeting 
the magnitude of the task ahead of 
the executive In raising the required 
$5,000,000 was pointed out by Mr. 
Hoss and the whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion of the Graduates' Society so- 
licited. jMaJor G. ('. McDonald, speak- 
ing on behalf of the society, promised 
enthusiastic support. The ohjoctlvo 
set for the Graduates was $1,000,000

fessor of Bio-Chemistry and head of 
the department, which has been 
raised to that status. Previously this 
department had been merely a part of 
the Department of Chemistry. Dr. 
R. F. Rutlan. commenting on the ap- 
pointment, described Dr. McCallum 
as one of the greatest biological 
chemists on this continent, and pos- 
sessed of International fame, being 
parliculaily distinguished in connec- 
tion with his work in mlcro-chomis- 
try of the animal cell. 

A native of Belmont, Ontario, Dr. 
Med Hum graduated In both Arts and 
Medielne at Toronto University, Arts 
in lXSn and Medielne In 18:17, during 
which time he studied two yen m at 
Johns Hopkins University, In I88S 
ho received the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy from the Johns Hopkins. 
Dr. McCallum Is also F.R.S.. London; 
Honorary Fellow of the Royal Phil- 
osophical Society, Glasgow; member 
of the American Philosophical So- 
ciety (the oldest in America, and al- 
most a peer of the Royal Society, 
London) ; Hon. Fellow of the College 
if Physicians at Philadelphia; the 
lldpst medical body on the continent; 
Member of the Association of Ameri- 
can Physicians, the membership it 
Which numbers only two hundred for 
the whole continent, including four 
or five from Canada; Honorary Doc- 
tor of Science of Trinity College, 
Dublin, also or Yale University; Hon. 
Doctor of Laws of Aberdeen, nnd also 
it McGill. Dr. McCallum was presi- 
dent of the American Society of Bio- 
logical Chemists for two years, Hon. 
Lecturer in Physiological Chemistry 
at the University of Loudon In 1012, 
Herter Lecturer at New York in 
1017, and In tho year following 
Martland Lecturer for the College of 
Physicians. From 1890 to 1907, Dr. 
McCallum was Professor of Physio- 
logical and Biological Chemistry at 
the University of Toronto, nnd from 
1907 to 1917 Professor of Bin-Chem- 
istry at the same university 

For tho past four years, Dr. Mc- 
Callum has been administrative chair- 
man of the Scientific Research Coun- 
cil. The duties of this council are 
to advise the government on methods 
for scientific and industrial research 
work In Cannda. The organization 
of this council Is now nearly com- 
pleted. During the interview, Dr. 
McCallum stnted that the Primo 
Minister had given tho council an as- 
surance that a start would bo made 
at the next session of Parliament to- 
wards the establishment of a Na- 
tional Research Institute for Canada. 
The above bureau would combine tho 
functions of bureau standards, sim- 
ilar to those at Washington, and an 
Institute similar to Mellon Institute 
at Pittsburg. Once started, this In- 
stitute will become a great organiza- 
tion for research work, which In turn 
will stimulate the universities In 
Cnnada to promote research work not 
done hitherto In our universities. 
Upon being asked how this new api 
polntment appealed to him, Dr. Mc- 
Callum replied that ho was delighted 
to return to the laboratories, because 
they nfforded him a great oppor- 
tunity for carrying on research work,

Tho Department or Blp-Ch^mlstry 
Is now separate from the Department 
of Chemistry. It is therefore n new 
depat Intent in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine. Under Dr. McCallum it is as- 
sured of success, as lie hns been Pro- 
fessor of Physiological and Blologlciu 
Chemistry for twenty-seven yen-.-*, 
durlns which time he has specialized 
In research woik In relation to clini- 
cal medicine. Regarding the sep- 
arate department?, Dr. Ruttan ex- 
plained that the department iinder- 
take.i by tho recently appointed pro- 
fessor, namely that of Biological an I 
Physiological Chemistry, had hitherto 
been under the Ddpnrt ment of Chem- 
istry of the University, but owing to 
the increase In the number of stu- 
dents and to the resignation of D-. 
V./ J Harding, who was associated 
with Dr. Ruttan, the Faculty, on th:; 
recommendation of Dr. Ruttan, had 
decided to have an Independent de- 
partment of blo-chemlstry with Dr.

Th.- McGIll University Librarv 
School, which W83 discontinued dur- 
ing the war, was rc-opened on tiia 
let of June and was In session dally 
throughout Ihe month. It Is the firs: 
r.chot)l of Its kind In Canada, and wat 
founded by the late Librarian, Mr. 
T. H. Could, in 1304. Since that date 
It continued to trnln annually a num- 
ber of librarians, many of whom are 
now In rervice throughout the whole 
Dominion. 

The course this year was attended 
by firiceu students, and included as- 
slstants from th<> University and 
other libraries who wished further 
training, as well as people who were 
beginning library Instruction for th» 
first time. 

Most of the morning sessions 
throughout the course were dev'otod 
to cataloguing and the afternoons to 
lectures and problems dealing wllh 
other phases of library ^work. In j 
each case a lecture was followed by i 
practical work Involving the previous 
Instruction. Particular attention wis' 
paid to the study of reference books \ 
and to the various practical aspects 
of work in a small library — such as 
accessioning, filing, book selection, 
trade bibliography and library 
routine 

The School was under the directum 
of the University Librarian. Dr. O. R. 
Lomcr, with the assistance of Miss 
Mary M. Shaver, R.S.L., of the library 
of Vassar College; Miss Harriet Feci:, 
U.S.L.. Librarian of the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, and Miss Hilda 
C. Laird, of Yale University Library. 

Special lectures were given by .Miss 
L. A. Voung and Miss B. G. Hall, of 
the University Library staff, and by 
Miss Mary S. Saxe, of the Wustmount 
Public Library, and Miss Charlotte 
Houston, Librarian of the High 
School. 

It is probable that after Christmas 
Instruction 111 library subjects may bo 
given In connection with the Exten- 
sion Lectures.
